Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

Claims 10-18 are rejected by the Office Action under 35 USC 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The Office Action alleges that the claims 
are seen as being code-per-se. The Office Action further alleges that "The preamble claims 'a 
computer program embodied on a computer readable medium', however this program is not seen 
to be executed." The Applicant has amended the preamble of claim 10 to claim "A computer- 
readable medium having computer-executable code segments for visualizing various components 
of a web architecture framework on an electronic display device to facilitate assessment of the 
components as part of a comprehensive, integrated solution". The preamble, as amended, is 
consistent with MPEP section 2106(a) and thus claim 10 is directed to statutory subject matter. 
Claims 11-18 depend from claim 10. The Applicant requests reconsideration of claims 10-18. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

Claim 19 is rejected by the Office Action under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 5,819,092 (Ferguson). The Applicant is canceling claim 19 without prejudice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed.
